The Arkansas 
Supreme Court 


yesterday threw out a Hot Springs 
Sunday-closing ordinance 
but at 


the same time upheld the principle 
that cities may enforce

Springs would have closed on Sun- 
day "meat markets or grocery 
stores employing more than 
two 
persons."

The supreme court overturned I Cadtdo Council attracted approxi- 


the ordinance "for the reason that 
it attempts to permit stores em- 
ploying less than two people 
to 


open and operate on Sunday." The 
court observed that there is still 
in force an old state law forbidding 
Sunday operation of stores, 
and 


cities can proceed under this sta- 
tute. 


The ordinance's clause 
"stores 
employing more than two persons" 
was an effort, of course, to shut up 
major retail establishments 
with- 


out bringing under the law neigh- 
borhood stores. 


Fundamentally, all of us are op- 
posed to week-day trade on Sun- 
day. And the broad sense of 
the 


law should be observed. 
There 
are some occupations in a civilized 
nation, however, which it is 
im- 
possible to cover. My own is one.
